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Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a Facebook post that mocks the death of four police officers. Although it does 
raise anti-police sentiment and dehumanises and demeans the victims to some degree, the risk of 
injury to the public good is very low, as most members of the public are likely to view the post as bad 
taste humour. While the post is intentionally offensive, the issue of causing offence cannot be 
considered under the provisions of the FVPC Act. The publication is therefore classified unrestricted. 
This classification is consistent with the right to freedom of expression.
